W ear Crape for a Czar. 
N ew Y ork , May 20.— A mess-meeting at 
the Cooper union Thursday night, called for 
the purpose of protesting against the proposed 
extra dition treaty with Russia, was attended 
by about 2,500 persons. 
When Dr. McGlyun, 
the first speaker, stepped upon the platform, he 
was received with the enthusiastic applause 
which greets him whenever he appears a t 
public gatherings. 
He eulogized the |» cople 
of Russia and prophesied a great, future lor 
the common people of the sturdy race when 
they shall have secured their freedom from 
despotism. 
He regarded the proposed treaty 
os an outrage upon liberty.

departure from custom for the Unit« *I States 
to agree to extradite political offenders. 
The 
beginning of the second century ol our free­ 
dom should not lie disfigured by toadyism to 
despots.

1 Such crimes, 
terrible and deplorable as they were, must not 
be classed in international law as oidinuiy 
murder.
